‘Political will’ 
needed for road 


REPRESENTATIVES from 
across the Haverhill region 
are working to get “political 
will” behind plans to upgrade 
the A1307. 

The Haverhill Area Forum 
agreed on Monday night to 
write to the highways portfo¬ 
lio holders at Suffolk, Essex 
and Cambridgeshire county 
councils, asking them to back 
the campaign for improve¬ 
ments to the road. 

At the forum meeting, made 
up of representatives from 
all three counties, Cllr Roger 
Hickford, of Cambridgesh¬ 
ire County Council, pointed 
out that a working group had 
been set up to discuss prob¬ 
lems on the road back in 2000. 

But drivers are still plagued 
with congestion at peak 
times, as well as frequent ac¬ 
cidents along the road. 

Representatives from 
Haverhill’s Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, which has launched a 
campaign for improvements 
to the A1307, put forward 
their case. 

Chairman of the chamber, 


HANNAH MIRSKY 
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Paul Donno, explained that 
they wanted a dual carriage¬ 
way built, but not along the 
current route. 

He suggested a straighter 
route, bypassing villages such 
as Linton and Horseheath. 

Stuart Miller, of Horseheath 
Parish Council, said: “If it 
were to follow the line of the 
existing road, it dissects our 
village.” 

But Mr Donno empha¬ 
sised that no particular route 
was set in stone. He said the 
chamber’s campaign was fo¬ 
cused on developing a busi¬ 
ness case for an improved 
road so that funding could be 
secured. 

He explained that traffic 
surveys are being carried out 
on the road at present to feed 
back to a campaign meeting 
on Friday, December 16. 

Cllr Hickford said that the 
Cambridge City Deal was also 
carrying out traffic surveys 


along the A1307 and other 
roads in the area. 

lohn Mayhew, from the 
chamber, said: “The money 
has to come from somewhere, 
which is why you need the 
political will. That will be the 
problem - getting the right 
people coming up to fund 
what we need to achieve it. 

“The other problem is we 
could go on and on and on 
without getting anywhere.” 

Haverhill councillors Tony 
Brown and John Burns sug¬ 
gested that a more strategic 
view of the A1307 corridor 
needed to be taken, taking 
into account all transport 
possibilities. 

Mr Donno said that the 
chamber did not oppose a 
rail link or any other form of 
pubic transport, but did not 
want to lose focus on getting 
the road upgrade delivered.

hand on the door handle. 
The doorway was full of 
smoke. 

“She didn’t want to come 
away. She was clearly in a 
state of shock.” 

She said the resident did 
not seem to understand the 
danger of going back inside. 

“She kept saying it was 
OK, it was nothing to worry 
about,” she said. 

Mrs Warner had to grab 
her by the arm and, with the 
help of a neighbour, pull her 
down the front path. 

“We hadn’t even got her 
down to the front gate when 


the house was engulfed in 
flames,” she said. “It was re¬ 
ally quite scary.” 

Another eyewitness, who 
did not wish to be named, 
said: “ [They] had to pull her 
out of the house. The fire 
was very bad.” 

Mrs Warner said: “The 
window was just cracking 
and popping and the flames 
were coming out of her liv¬ 
ing room window. The bed¬ 
room window was just en¬ 
gulfed in flame.” 

She said the resident had 
come out of the house in a 
dressing gown and no shoes, 
and had told her that one of 
her cats was trapped inside 
the burning building. 


Mrs Warner said the fire 
service arrived “within min¬ 
utes” after the 2.40pm call. 

They sent three fire en¬ 
gines and had the blaze ex¬ 
tinguished by 3.55pm. 

The police were called at 
2.55pm and assisted the fire 
service with road closures. 

They said the road blocks 
lasted until 3.15pm. 

The fire is not thought to 
be suspicious at this stage 
and no-one was injured.

Buildings step 
nearer bulldozer 


BUILDINGS on a historic 
factory site are likely to be 
demolished in the spring. 

Planning permission was 
granted to demolish some of 
the buildings on the Chaun- 
try Mills site off Haverhill 
High Street in June last year. 

A fortnight ago, applica¬ 
tions were submitted for 
conservation area consent 
to allow the first phase of 
demolition to go ahead. 

The purpose of tearing 
down the buildings in the 
long term is to enable the 
redevelopment of the site, 
which is part of the ONE 
Haverhill masterplan for the 
town centre. 

However, this is expected 
to be years away, and the 
first phase of the demolition 
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aims to open up the back of 
the site, near the Drabbet 
Smock pub. 

Damian Howard, of Gur¬ 
teen, the clothing company 
which owns the site, said 
that the aim of this was to 
attract more companies to 
rent offices on the site. 

As all of the buildings are 
in a conservation area, the 
applicants have to secure 
conservation consent to go 
ahead with the demolition. 

Applications for these two 
consents were submitted to 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council in mid-November. 


If all goes according to 
plan, the proposals will be 
approved by mid-January, 
paving the way for the first 
phase of demolition in April 
or May next year. 

Mr Howard said: “This 
move is putting our left foot 
forward for the first phase of 
demolition.” 

This phase is not set to 
include the historic Grade 
II listed north light sewing 
shed, which was earmarked 
for demolition last year. 

Mr Howard said the time¬ 
line for future phases of re¬ 
development had not yet 
been decided, as it would 
depend on the future of the 
business rental market and 
the outcome of Brexit nego¬ 
tiations.

School’s plan to learn 
in the great outdoors

A SCHOOL for children with au¬ 
tism is raising money to build 
an innovative £12,000 outdoor 
classroom. 

The Churchill Special Free 
School in Haverhill’s Chalkstone 
Way is aiming to have the struc¬ 
ture put up in the spring and in 
use by the summer. 

Headteacher Georgina Ellis 
described the outdoor class¬ 
room as similar to a bandstand, 
with the capacity to seat 30 peo¬ 
ple. 

She said: “It means that stu¬ 
dents go and sit outside, and 
they can use it as a learning re¬ 
source. 

“You might do art out there, or 
science, or anything with the en¬ 
vironment. 

“We’ve got a gardening club 
here and we expect them to use 
it. It extends your outside space.” 

She said that her previous

school, Wickhambrook Primary 
Academy, had an outdoor class¬ 
room, which was popular with 
the children. 

She said: “We found that the 


students really enjoyed it - they 
enjoyed having somewhere to 
socialise.” 

She said that the social aspect 
of the classroom was important 
for students at Churchill, as so¬ 
cialising was something they 
could struggle with. 

She said the hexagonal struc¬ 
ture of the outdoor classroom 
would help to facilitate conver¬ 
sations. 

The planned classroom is part 
of work to improve the outdoor 
area at the school which has 
been ongoing since it was set up 
three years ago. 

Other projects at the moment 
include applying for a grant to 
create a fruit garden. 

Ms Ellis said: “We will con¬ 
stantly be looking for ways to ex¬ 
tend and develop [our outdoor 
provision] further.” 

The school is well on its way 
to raising the £12,000 needed for 
the outdoor classroom and has 
received a boost from a grants 
scheme. 

The project has been nomi¬ 


nated for the Tesco “Bags of 
Help” scheme, and is set to re¬ 
ceive a grant of between £1,000 
and £5,000 from the supermar¬ 
ket. 

You can help decide the size 
of the grant by voting using blue 
tokens given to you at the check¬ 
out at Tesco stores in Haverhill, 
Bishops Stortford, Braintree, 
Great Dunmow, Harlow, Saffron 
Walden, Ware, Ongar and Stan- 
sted. 

The Churchill School project is 
one of three that Tesco shoppers 
can vote for throughout Decem¬ 
ber. 

Ms Ellis said: “This is an am¬ 
bitious target, but once it is 
achieved it will be a resource 
that will support the education 
and well-being of our students, 
both now and for many years to 
come. 

“We are delighted to be short¬ 
listed for the Tesco Bags of Help’ 
grant scheme and we would love 
our kind-hearted community in 
Haverhill and beyond to support 
our plans.”

Call to make most of festive free town centre parking 


FREE parking is being introduced 
in six Haverhill town centre car 
parks for nine days in the run-up 
to Christmas. 

St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council's "Free from 3pm" 
initiative is being introduced on 
Friday, December 16, and will 
run until Christmas Eve, giving 
shoppers free parking over 
the weekend and week before 
Christmas. 

It applies to all town centre 
car parks owned by the borough 


council, which are located at: 
Lower Downs Slade; the Corn 
Exchange in Withersfield Road; 
Ehringshausen Way; Haverhill 
Leisure Centre; the Meadows 
and the Haverhill Arts Centre. 

The project is one of a number 
of free parking schemes being 
run across St Edmundsbury and 
Forest Heath in the run-up to 
Christmas as a way to encourage 
residents to shop locally. 

Others include the "Fun from 
one" scheme in Newmarket, 


which offers free parking in the 
town centre from 1 pm every 
Thursday in December. 

The St Edmundsbury cabinet 
member responsible for 
parking, Cllr Peter Stevens, said: 
"Haverhill offers a varied and 
interesting shopping experience, 
especially with its many 
independent retailers. 

"I hope crowds of people will 
take up this offer of nine days' 
free parking and throng the town 
centre, supporting their local 


retailers and helping them to 
thrive in a challenging economic 
climate. 

"Town centre shopping offers 
time to be social, to see, taste 
and feel the goods that shops 
are offering - none of that 
atmosphere and opportunity is 
available from a sterile online 
shopping site. 

"I hope to see our car parks, 
shops and cafes packed every 
afternoon in the run-up to 
Christmas." 
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EDUCATION 

County schools 
‘underperform’ 


SUFFOLK is one of the 
weakest performing local 
authorities in the East of 
England in terms of educa¬ 
tion and skills, a report has 
found. 

The annual report from 
Ofsted, released last Thurs¬ 
day, reveals that only 71 per 
cent of Suffolk secondary 
school students are in good 
or outstanding schools, 
compared with 81 per cent 
across England. This is a 
rise of one percentage point 
from last year in the county. 

In the East of England, 
only Cambridgeshire per¬ 
formed worse, with 63 per 
cent of students in good or 
outstanding schools. 

In primary schools, 84 per 
cent of Suffolk’s students 
are in good or outstanding 
schools, compared to 90 per 
cent nationally. This is a rise 
of nine percentage points 
from last year. 

The county was also the 
local authority area with the 
lowest proportion of stu¬ 
dents taking the new EBacc 
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qualification, fust 30.2 per 
cent of students were en¬ 
tered for it and 17.9 per cent 
gained the qualification. 

Howard Lay, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of the Samuel Ward 
Academy Trust, said the re¬ 
port showed Suffolk schools 
were making progress. 

He said: “Primary inspec¬ 
tions are now very strong 
and although secondary 
schools would appear to 
not be doing quite as well 
in their inspections, this is 
partly because of a time-lag 
between outcomes, which 
are now far better, and in¬ 
spections that follow. 

“The key challenge for 
Suffolk is to now address the 
apparent lower number of 
students entering for EBacc 
subjects than nationally. 
This is an area that the Sam¬ 
uel Ward Academy Trust has 
been strongly encouraging.”

Gordon jones said: “It is 
important to note that the 
figures from this report are 
up to date as of the end of 
August this year. Suffolk has 
seen a huge improvement in 
its Ofsted ratings in recent 
months and the current per¬ 
centage of schools which are 
rated ‘good’ or ‘outstanding’ 
in the county is now 87% 
compared with the national 
figure which is 89%. 

“It is acknowledged that 
Suffolk’s figure is still below 
the national average, how¬ 
ever I am pleased to see 
that our Ofsted ratings are 
continuing to improve at a 
faster rate than nationally. 
The percentage of schools 
rated ‘good’ or better in Suf¬ 
folk has increased by 11% in 
the last year, compared with 
the national figure which 
has increased by 5%.”

New pitch leads to launch 
of community activities 


A NEW high-tech football pitch 
in Haverhill has led to an explo¬ 
sion of community activities. 

The 3G pitch at the New Croft 
in Haverhill’s Chalkstone Way 
opened in early September. 

Since then, community ac¬ 
tivities taking place on the pitch 
include after-school sessions for 
children not in teams, coaching 
for goalkeepers, and special dis¬ 
ability football sessions. 

Peter Betts, facilities man¬ 
ager at the Haverhill Commu¬ 
nity Sports Association (HCSA) 
which runs the New Croft, said 
that all of these groups were ei¬ 
ther new or had previously had 
to stop at this time of year. 

This was due to the long hours 
of darkness and a waterlogged 
grass pitch - but with a new ar¬ 
tificial surface and floodlights, 
these factors are no longer a 
problem. 

In January, walking football 
is being launched at the New 
Croft. 

This is aimed at people aged 
over 45 to get them moving and 
HCSA staff have been in touch 
with local doctors in the hope 
that they will be able to refer pa-

tients. 

Mr Betts said: “The obe¬ 
sity rates in this area aren’t the 
greatest and for the 45-plus age 
group there isn’t much provi¬ 
sion for health and wellbeing.” 

On top of community activity, 
the new pitch is also home to 
Haverhill Rovers and Borough 
football clubs. Mr Betts said all 
the teams - the Rovers have 42 - 
were now able to train regularly. 

The success of the new pitch 
has caused problems with park¬ 
ing on the site, but Mr Betts said 
HCSA was working with the 
next-door Samuel Ward Acad¬ 
emy to find solutions. 

He added: “We are going to 
need more parking facilities be¬ 
cause of the success of the site.”

Warning over 
exploding 
hoverboards 
as presents 

SUFFOLK residents are being 
warned about exploding hover- 
boards and other unsafe electrical 
presents. 

The county’s Trading Standards 
Authority has launched a Christ¬ 
mas campaign putting out wanted 
posters of a “Rogue Elf” who has 
been selling faulty electrical items. 

The aim is to make residents 
aware of the dangers of these items, 
which kill 70 people in the UK each 
year and injure 350,000. 

They are particularly concerned 
about hoverboards, which can ex¬ 
plode or cause a fire if they don’t 
have a fuse fitted in the plug. 

Families are being warned to 
check for a fuse and never to leave 
a board charging overnight, as well 
as check for warning signs like poor 
spelling on packaging. 

Other products could be cheap 
copies or imitations of well-known 
brands. 

Suffolk Trading Standards is ad¬ 
vising residents to check the sell¬ 
er’s full name and address and do a 
price check against products avail¬ 
able on the high street.

Mick is hoping that 
Callum will compete in the 
Commonwealth Games 
next year, and in the 2020 
Tokyo Olympics. 

Other young athletes Mick 
is coaching include nation¬ 
al champion runner Rhys 
Turnbull-Bester and Kyle 
Potter, one of the top young 
sprinters in Suffolk. 

Mick said he makes sure 
runners train in a mix of 
sports and skills, to make 
them better athletes. 


He said: “It’s like cooking 
- you put ingredients in, you 
spice it up a bit.” 

He said his attitude was 
also important. 

“I try to keep a good sense 
of humour - that’s what 
makes it fun,” Mick ex¬ 
plained. 

But he added that the ath¬ 
letes’ success was down to a 
whole range of people: par¬ 
ents as well as himself and 
other coaches. 

Mick coaches between 15 
and 20 hours every week, 
an still trains twice a day at 
Haverhill Leisure Centre.

The incidents have in¬ 
volved burglars forcing their 
way into homes in rural are¬ 
as in the early afternoon and 
evening while the occupants 
are out. They have taken 
cash, jewellery and electrical 
items. 

Detectives are investigat¬ 
ing how many of the 33 in¬ 
cidents across St Edmunds- 
bury, Forest Heath, Mid 
Suffolk and Babergh, are 
linked. 

The series has included 
break-ins at Kedington, 
Stoke-by-Clare and three in 
Clare. 

While the Clare burglaries 
took place in late November, 
the Kedington incident hap¬ 
pened on Monday, and the 
Stoke-by-Clare incident took 


place between Saturday and 
Monday, 

Other locations include 
Newmarket, Bury St Ed¬ 
munds among others. 

Detective Inspector An¬ 
drew Smethurst, of Western 
Area CID, said: “We are ap¬ 
pealing for local communi¬ 
ties to be on the look-out for 
any suspicious behaviour 
in their villages and neigh¬ 
bourhoods and not to dis¬ 
regard persons or vehicles 
that appear unusual or out 
of place. This could include 
a suspicious vehicle outside 
your neighbour’s house or 
hearing the sound of glass 
smashing nearby. 

“Note down the car regis¬ 
tration number or descrip¬ 
tion of any suspicious per¬ 
sons you may have seen and 
report it to us if you believe it 
to be unusual. These crimi¬ 
nals may present themselves 
as genuine callers, so if their 
behaviour seems odd then 
let us know.” 

Police are advising resi¬ 
dents to use three simple 


steps to reduce their chanc¬ 
es of becoming the victim 
of a burglary: lock, light and 
hide. 

“Lock” means locking all 
doors and shutting all win¬ 
dows before leaving the 
house, as well as keeping the 
front door locked and win¬ 
dows not fully open while 
you are home. 

“Light” means leaving low- 
energy lights on timers and 
a radio on to make thieves 
believe you are home. Police 
also suggest using security 
lights in outdoor areas. 

“Hide” means getting val¬ 
uables marked and keeping 
them in a safe, never leaving 
spare keys in an open place, 
and not leaving tools that 
could be used to break in ly¬ 
ing around.

have not made a will," Nick says. "It is 
estimated that up to two-thirds of the 
population haven't got a will, and this 
can lead to serious difficulties. Without 
a will it can be much more problematic 
to sort out the estate of someone who 
has died". 

If you don't have a will the law sets 
out who inherits your estate, and Nick 
advises that this will not always be the 
people who you want it to be. "People 
sometimes want to leave some of their 
estate to close friends, or to people 
they might not be legally related to, 
such as a partner. Without a will, the 
law only takes into account certain 
relations, and in a specific order. 
Making a will is a way of making sure 
that your estate goes to the people you 
want. You might have several children, 
but one might be in greater need than 
the others. Only by making a will can 



you ensure that the child who is most 
in need inherits your estate. Where 
your children are under 18 you can 
also specify who you would like to look 
after them after you have died and you 
can set out in your will whether you 
would like to be buried, or cremated." 

As well as a will, it can also help to 
have a power of attorney in place, 
to ensure that your affairs are dealt 
with by the person or persons of your 
choice if you become unable to do so 
yourself. "People don't always think 
about what will happen if they have 
an illness or injury which means they 
are no longer able to deal with their 
own affairs," Nick says. "If there is no 
power of attorney in place it can be 
very expensive and time consuming to 
ask the Court of Protection to appoint 
a Deputy to take care of such matters. 
These problems can be avoided by 
registering a power of attorney when 
you are still of sound mind, even if you 
are relatively young." 

At the Haverhill office Petersfields 
also has an experienced family and 
divorce solicitor, Julia Korona.

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Herb and Butter 



Christmas dinner wouldn't be complete 
without turkey, so if you try any 
different recipes this festive season, 
you are likely to disappoint.

Roasted 

Turkey: 

Step 2: Heat oven to 425 degrees Fahrenheit 
and prepare the turkey. Loosen and lift skin from 
turkey breast and rub 3 tablespoons of herb 
butter underneath. Sprinkle turkey with salt and 
freshly ground pepper. 

Step 3: Place one onion, two carrots and two 
celery ribs in frying pan. Place turkey, breast 
side up, on a lightly greased roasting rack in 
pan. Tie ends of legs together and tuck wingtips 
under. Rub body with herb butter and pour 1 c. 
dry white wine and 1 c. chicken broth into the 
roasting pan. 

Step 4: Bake for 30 minutes at 425 degrees F on 
the lowest oven rack. Then reduce temperature 
to 325 degrees F for the next 2 and a half hours.

S ometimes it seems that i 

am engaged in a competition 
with myself to see if I can 
have an accident which is 
simultaneously unbelievable 
and unnecessary, and yet could only 
happen to me.

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Please can we not have 
extra Brexit tariffs on cars? 


UK MOTORISTS could be 
charged an extra £1,500 for 
new cars imported from the 
European Union after Brexit, 
according to a new report. 

Analysis by trade body the 
Society of Motor Manufacturers 
and Traders (SMMT) warned 
that the list price of imported 
vehicles could soar if the cost of 
import tariffs are not absorbed 
by brands and retailers. 

The UK's decision to 
withdraw from the EU could 
add at least £2.7 billion to 
imports and £1.8 billion to 
exports each year, the SMMT 
predicted. 

The figures were based on a 
10 per cent standard tariff on 
cars exported to and imported 
from the EU. 

UK carmakers are on track to 
set a new record for exports this 
year and increase production 
from 2015. 

But SMMT president Gareth 
Jones described Brexit as 
the Government's "toughest 
challenge" and said it was vital 
that "the right conditions for 
future competitiveness" are 
put in place if the automotive 
industry is to continue to grow. 

He told the society's 100th

annual dinner at Grosvenor 
House, central London: "The 
challenge now is to make a 
success of the new future. 

"We want a strong UK 
economy and we want to see 
the UK's influence in the world 
enhanced.

XDrive sets you up nicely 



WITH the winter months practically 
here, you might be noticing that the 
roads are getting a little bit more dicey. 

Routes can quickly become wet, 
slippery and tricky to navigate, 
especially in rural areas. Two-wheel- 
drive cars can often struggle here - 
especially those with the power sent 
to just the rear wheels - which is why 
many manufacturers offer four-wheel- 
drive versions of their most popular 
models. 

One such car maker is BMW, which 
applies four-wheel-drive technology 
to many of the cars in its range. It calls 
this system XDrive. 

BMW introduced its first all-wheel 
drive model in 1985, with the 325i 
'Allrad'. This utilised visco locks, which 
could create a strong connection 
between the front and rear wheels. It 
did this by monitoring which wheel 
slipped and which gripped, and 
adjusting the power sent to each one 
accordingly. This was the first time the 
German car maker had thought to 
implement an all-wheel-drive system 
into a standard road car body, and the 
idea stuck. 

Fast forward to 2016, and BMW is 
now using an all-wheel-drive system 
that is at the very cutting edge of 
technology, giving people a car that is 
usable in all weathers. 

XDrive is a system that sends power 
to all four wheels constantly. This is 
split as 40 per cent of the drive going 
to the front wheels, with the remainder 


put through the rears. However, things 
don't stop there. An on-board computer 
constantly monitors each wheel for 
levels of grip and can adjust the power 
being sent to them accordingly. 

What does that mean? Well, for 
example, if you hit a patch of wet 
leaves on the inside of a left-hand 
bend, the car's system can send more 
of the engine's drive to the outside 
wheels, keeping you stable throughout 
the corner. It's an ideal solution to 
winter roads, which can often upset a 
two-wheel-drive car. And should snow 
fall, there's a little more traction to be 
had here, too. 

Does this have an effect on 
economy? Yes, but not as much as 
you'd think. For instance, a standard 
320d will achieve around 65mpg 


combined. For the XDrive model 
you'll see around a lOmpg penalty, 
which isn't bad considering the extra 
capability it affords you. Throughout 
the range, you won't see too much of a 
difference between economy figures - 
in either petrol or diesel models. 

If you're considering the purchase 
of a four-wheel-drive, but aren't sure 
about the size increase that comes with 
an SUV, then a BMW car featuring 
XDrive technology might be for you. It 
allows you to keep the usable size and 
shape of a standard car, while having 
greater levels of capability on difficult 
terrain and in different conditions. 
Make no mistake however, these cars 
aren't suited to heavy off-roading, 
having been designed specifically for 
the road.
